VISCAYA. SAILS FOR HAVANA. 


Spanish Cruiser Lifts Its Anchor and 
Leaves New York. 

New York, February 25.—The Spanish 
cruiser Viscaya, after spending a week in 
this port on a friendly visit to the United 
States, got up anchor this afternoon and 
started to sea. Her destination is Havana. 

There were no ceremonies or incidents of 
any kind connected with the vessel’s de- 
parture, 

At 1 o’clock Captain Eulate mounted the 
flying bridge with the pilot and gave the 
word to hoist the anchor. Few spectators 
were on the neighboring wharves at the 
time. 

The big anchor hed hardly been cleared 
from the mud before the vessel got under 
way and by the time it was catted the 
Viscaya had gtretched for the Narrows. 

The naval tug Nina and the police boat 
Patrol accompanied the ship as far as Fort 
Wadsworth, when they saluted and went 
about. 

The loud and deep steam whistle of the 
Viscaya gave them three jong biasts—the 
marine farewell, 

When the vessel left her anchorage her 
flags were at half mast for the Maine. Once 
well outside the Hook, more than a ma- 
rine league from the shore, the flags were 
hoisted home. Four miles outside the Hook 
the pilot boat dropped away from the 
Spanish vessel and after an exchange

She will pro- 
ceed to Havana and expects to reach there 
on Tuesday next. From Havana she may 
proceed to Spain.

RAILROADS PAID TO MAKE FAST HAUL 


Fuel for the Big Fleet Gathered in 
Southern Waters Has Been Pur- 
chased Under Injunction of 
Secrecy and Orders for 
Rapid Transit. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Februéry 25.—Most exten- 
Sive orders for coal to be shipped to Key 
West, given out here by the governmeni, 
have induced the coal barons of this sec- 
tion to become thoroughly impressed with 
the belief that war with Spain is inevita- 
ble and @heir belief is based upon the con- 
duct of the government cfficials, who ure 
in position to krow what the administra- 
tion contemplates. 

It would be almost make 
ohe here believe the geyeriiment is not pre- 
paring for war and preparing in earnest. 
In that preparation the officials have been 
necessarily compelled to take the coal mine 
owrers into their confidence, of 
the nature of the preparations, while the 
general activity the mine owners are show- 
ing spreads the war theory. 

The navy department has just closed 
contracts here with the incorporated firm 
of Gastrner, Curran & Bullitt, of Phfladel- 
phia, for the delivery at Key West, Sand 
Keys, Dry Tortugas, Savannah, Charles- 
ton and Fortress Monroe of 250.000 tons of 
rocahontas coal, and with the Rhodes & 
Beidler Coal Company, of Clevelana@, for 
the delivery of 50,000 tons of the Goshen 
coal, of that company. 

The stipulations of the contracts just 
placed are that the coal so ordered sha! be 
delivered at the designated coaling sta- 
tions as soon as it is possible to do so, ani

In carrying out these contracts the ralil- 
rcads play a most prominent part, and for 
the purpose of moving everything as expe- 
ditiously as possible President M. E. In- 
galis, of the Chesapeake and Ohio: Recei- 
ver Oscar G. Murray, of the Baltimore and 
Okio, and General Manager L. F. Loiree, of 
the Pennsylvania railroad, went to Wash- 
ington last week and consulted with Sec- 
retary Long, of the navy. and Assistant 
Secretary George D. Meiklejohn, of the 
war department; on the matter. 

Contracts and all arrangements for the 
rapid handling and shipping of the coal 
Were made and the government, it is under- 
stood, is to pay a bonus to both the coal 
miners and the railroads if the 300,000 tons 
are delivered within a specified time. 


GUARD EAST RIVER ENTRANCE. 


Skirmish Line of Torpedoes Projected 
Across the Channel. 

New York, February 2%.—The Brooklyn

the Willets Point, shore across the channe]

' “Bhe torpedoes will be anchored so close 
together that it will be made impossible

for a hostile vessel to cross the line without 
being blown up. The torpedoes will be con- 
nected with electric, wires, and to make 
doubly sure that their plans cannot be 
frustrated, fhe engineers have arranged to 
have batteries located at each end of the 
line so that in case an apparatus was used 
by the enemy to sever the connecting wires 
and break the circuit, the torpedoes still 
could be exploded from either end of the 
line. 

The channel is already protected. from 
the Willets Point shore to the center of 
the channef by two groups of submarine 
mines. Each group of the mines consists 
of 22 torpedoes containing 12 pounds of 
giant powder each. 

At Fort Schuyler, directly opposite Wil- 
lets Point, considerable engine work has 
been done. A torpedo magazine and ex- 
perimenting gallery was recently completed. 
It is considered the strongest magazine on 
any’ United States fortification.

DENNIS DOREN DIES SUDDENLY. 


General Superintendent of Comnstruc- 
5 im of Western Union Expires. 
New York, February 25.—Dennis Doren, 

of this city, general superintendent of con- 

struction of the Western Union Telegraph 

Company, died suddenly today at Norwalk, 

O., of apoplexy. 

During the war Mr. Doren was in charge 
of the construction corps of the depart- 
ment of the Potomac and laid the cable 
from Cape Charles to Fortress Monroe. The 
first message over it was the news that the 
Monitor had destroyed the Merrimac. He 
kept all corps headquarters in constant 
connection with the headquarters of Gen- 
eral Grant and General Meade, 

In 1881 Mr. Doren became president of 
the American Cable Construction Company 
and held that office until the two cables 
laid across the Atlantic ocean by that 
company had been leased to the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. 

When the American Union and Atlantic 
Pacific companies consolidated with the 
Western Union company, in 1881, Mr. Doren 
was made general superintendent of con- 
siruction and repairs and held the place 
until his death.

Senate Measure Providing for Two 
More Artillery Regiments is * 
Not Fully Considered. 


Washington, February 22—A long and 
somewhat exciting debate over the question 
of river and harbor appropriations was 
precipitated in the house today during the 
consideration of the sundry civil appropria- 
tion bill, 

It was practically agreed by all those 
who participated that there would be no 
river and harbor bill at this session of con- 
gress and this led Mr. Moody, to attack 
the contract items carr’ed in the sundry 
civil bill. 

Quite a debate developed on a motion to 
strike out the appropriation of $133,000 for 
work at Oakland, Cal., its opponents alleg- 
ing that no contract had yet been made for 
the work and asserting that a river and 
harbor bill was to be suppressed and a 
favored few given appropriations in the 
sundry civil bill 

Representative Moody then made a sensa- 
tional attack upon an appropriation in the 
sundry Civil bill of $360,000 for Rockland, 
Me,, harbor, which is in Mr. Dingley’s 
district. He said he was willing to submit 
to economy and to honest leadership, but 
for one, he proposed to rebel against the 
leadership that gave an appropriation to 
Rockland, Me., an insignificant port that 
cou:d be buried in Boston harbor 

Mr. Grosvenor, republican, of Ohio, at- 
tacked the appropriation and declared that 
if the house allowed these river and harbor 
items to go into the sundry civil kill there 
would be no r-ver and harbor bill. He was 
amazed, he said, at the action of the appro- 
priation committee and insisted that all 
the members should be on an equality. 

Mr. Cannon replied to the attack, ce- 
claring that some of the most vicious river 
and harbor items ever reported came from 
the committee when Mr. Grosvenor was a 
member of it. He said that from 25 to 33 
per cent of the money appropriated by a 
bill he helped to report had been worse 
than thrown away. 

Mr. Dingley answered the. personal attack 
made upon him. The Rockland improve- 
ment, he said, was not simply an improve- 
ment. it included provision for a break- 
water and a harbor of refuge—just such 
another as was being built at Sandy hay.

The Constitution’s Correspondent Se- 
cures Delay Which Brought Respite. 


LaGrange, Ga., February 25.—(Special.)— 
The happ/est negro in all Georgia today is 
in Troup county's jail. 

This was the day appointed by the law 
for Will Smith to be hanged fce the kill- 
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ing’of a negro by the name of Winchester, 


and every indication gave the appearance 


that the governor would not interpose, and 
that the sentence of the law would be 
executed. The gallows was in readiness, 
and the sheriff had made every prepara- 
tion to do his part. When it was pointed 
out to him by The Constitution’s reporter 
that the order of the court was to hang 
the defendant between the hours of 10 a. m. 
and 4 o’clock p. m., he immediately re- 
solved to give the negro every minute of 
life the law allowed. 

While the sheriff waited, his faithful at- 
torneys and friends among the white peo- 
ple were telegraphing Judge Harris, the 
pardoning board and the governor to spare 
the negrojs life, if only but for a KLttle 
while. 

Just at 12 o’clock Captain Henderson, the 
sheriff, received a telegram from Governor 
Atkinson, that for two weeks gives life to 
the condemned criminal. He went im- 
mediately and told him of his respite. 

Will was nervous and overcome by the 
prospects of death, and when informed of 
his respite he could but only murmur back 
‘thank you, thank you.”

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Atlanta in War and Peace. ? 

The unique position of Atlanta con- 
tinues to be demonstrated on all occa- 
sions. Whether we consider that po- 
sition geographically or commercially, 
the result is the same. The name of 
“Gate City” as applied to the commercé 
and traffic of the south was not bestowed 
idiy. It is aptly descriptive of the fact 
that the great bulk of the traffic of the 
south must pass through the commer- 
cial gate of Atlanta. 

During the war it was the key tothe 
confederacy, and to all intents and pur- 
poses the conflict was decided against 
the south when liood evacuated Atlanta. 
General Joe Johnston declared that he 
intended to make his final stand at At- 
lanta, and it is well known that his 
plans were all matured to that end when 
the political generals and the newspa- 
pers brought about his removal from 
the command. 

General Sherman, after the war was 
over, continued to recognize the posi- 
tion of Atlanta as unique from a mili- 
tary point of view in case of a foreign 
war. ‘We reproduced yesterday the state- 
ments made by General Shdrman in 1880 
showing the characteristic 
he gave of Atianta’s conspicuous posi- 
tion as a distributing point for troops 
and supplies.

The Springfield Republican says that 
Booker Washington’s letter to the Lou- 
isiana constitutional convention “reveals 
the purpose of many, at least, of the 
Louisiana white politicians to discrimin- 
ate on race limes in their revision of the 
constitution.’ 

Booker Washington’s letter is a veTy 
sensible document from beginning to 
end, and ig well worthy of the serious 
attention of the members of the Louis- 
jana convention. He admits the ne- 
cessity of placing restrictions on the bal- 
lot so that it may not be put to ignoble 
uses in the hands of the ignorant; but 
we fail to read in it any such revelation 
as The Springfield Republican finds 
there. 

He suggests that the restriction of 
ignorant suffrage be accompanied by pro- 
visions that shall permit the ignorant; 
to work their way to eitizenship throug 
the schoolhouse. He suggests, throug 
enactment of an election law that shall 
be incapable of unjust discrimination, but 
he knows undoubtedly that a law dis- 

riminating against the negroes on ac- 

count of race or color would be void un- 
der the terms of the fifteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United 
States. 

Whatever election law is enacted in 
Louisiana, or any other state, must ap- 
ply equally to both races. Booker Wash- 
ington knew this, and in view of this 
fact, it may be taken for granted that 
his letter was intended to reach the 
leading negtoes of Louisiana as well as 
the leading whites. Anyhow, it is a 
letter from a man whose sma!'est opin- 
ion is worth more to the negrces of the 
south than all the talk of the politicians 
since the war. ’ 

With Booker Washington and W. H. 
Council to plead their cause, the negroes 
are in less,danger of discriminating leg- 
islation in the south than they ever have 
been; for the pleas of such men are not 
lightly made and they will not be lightly 
dismissed.

New York Sun states that under 
circumstances the followiag 
result from the breaking out of war: 
First, the suspension of the remedy for 
the recovery of debts, and second, the 
cessation of al! intercourse between the 
countries at war and the respective citi- 
zens thereof, unless sanctioned ‘by the 
government. Confiscation of property 
belonging to the enemy is also one of 
the usual results attendant upon the 
breaking out of hostilities. In the event 
of war between the United States and 
Spain there would be no property con- 
fiscated or resident Spaniards made pris- 
oners during the first year of the war. 
This ig due to 4 treaty agreement en- 
tered into between the two countries in 
179 and never since abrogated. To 
quote the language of this agreement, it 


reads as follows: 


For the better promoting of commerce on 
both sides, it is agreed if a war shall break 
out between the said two nations, one year 
after the proclamation of war shall be al- 
owed to the merchants in the cities and 
towns where they shall lve, for collecting 
and transporting their goods and merchan- 
dise. 

Ordinarily the breaking out of war 
between two countries carries with it 
the immediate suspension of commercial 
intercourse. The international law 
which applies in» such cases is tersely 
stated by Kent in his celebrated com- 
mentaries. Says this distinguished au- 
thority on the subject: 


One of the immediate and important con- 
sequences of the declaration of war is the 
absolute interruption and interdiction of all 
commercial e¢orrespcndence, intercourse, 
ana dealing between the subjects of the 
two countries. The idea that any com- 
mercial intercourse, of pacific dealing, can 
lawTully subsist between the people of the 
powers at war, exc®pt under the clear and 
express sanction of the government,. and 
without a special license, is utterly incon- 
sistent with\he new class of duties grow- 
ing out of a state of war. The interdiccion 
flows necessarily from the principle already 
stcted, that a state of war puts all the 
members of the two nations respectively 
in hostility to each other; and to suffer in- 
dividrvals to carry on a friendly or commer- 
ciul intercourse while the two governments 
were at war would be placing the act of 
the government and the acts of the individ- 
ual in contradiction to each other, It would 
counteract the operations of war, and throw 
obstacles in the way of the pubic efforts, 
and 1ead to disorder, imbecility and treason, 
Trading supposes the existence of civil con- 
tracts and: relations, and a reference to 
courts of justice; and it is, therefore, nec- 
essarily contradictory to a state of war. It 
affords aid to the enemy in an effectual 
manner, by enabling the merchants of the 
enemy's country to support their govern- 
ment, and it facilitates the means of con- 
veying intelligence and carrying on a trait- 
orcus correspondence with the enemy. 
These considerations apply with peculiar 
force to maritime states, where the prin- 
cipal object is to destroy the marine re- 
sources and commerce of the enemy in 
order to force them to peace. 

In the event of war between Spain and 
the United States the diplomatic and 
trade relations between the two coun- 
tries would cease immediately, and while 
under the terms of our treaty agreement 
with Spain, resident Spanish subjects in 
this cowntry would be allowed one year’s 
time in which to wind up their affairs 
this consideration would not be shown 
to them longer under any circumstances.

General Merritt Leaves. 

The more Genera] Merritt saw of the post 
the better he liked it.

In the afternoon, 
accompanied by Colonel Cook and several 
members of his staff, with Captain Brown 
and Lieutenant Strothers, aide-de-camp to 
General ‘Merritt, he came into the city and 
made preparations to leave for his‘ next 
post in his territory, which is Fort Bar- 
ranecas, near Pensacola, Fla. He left yes- 
terday afternoon. 

This is General Mertrritt’s first trip into 
Georgia, South Carolina or Alabama. He 
said that although he had not seen much of 
Atlanta, he thought it splendidly located 
for a base of operation in time of war. 
He said: 

“IT am yery much pleased with the fort 
and find it in admirable or@er. It is cdre- 
fully conducted and kept up. The officers 
appear to be efficient and careful with the 
regiment and of the government property 
intrusted to their care. AS have often 
repeated, Il am merely on a tour of inspec- 
tion. I am pressed for time, which accounts 
for my Short stay here.”’ 

Lieutenant Strothers, who 
with General Merritt, said: 

“The general seemed to be pleased with

ever. Really and truly, it has not. If there 
had have been any probability of trouble, 
we would have remained at headquariers, 
where General (Merritt would have been bet- 
ter able to command the department of 
the east.

TALKS TO FARMERS ON LINE 


He Is Trying To Build Up the In- 
dustry Around Atlanta. 


ADVISES VEGETABLE AND FRUIT CULTURE 


More Money in Cows, Truck and Fruits 
Than in Cotton or Other Crops. 
Trip Down the Road. 


TLANTA spends $500,000 a year in 
round numbers for her milk, cream 
and butter. A large part of the DbDut- 


ter comes from Tennessee and so does the | 


cream. 

There are 1,05 dairies serving Atlanta 
with milk. These figures are accurate be- 
cause they represent the number of per- 
mits issued by the city to dairymen and 
milk dealers. 

Mik sells at wholesale in Atlanta for 15 
cents a gallon. The city consumes 6,000 
gallons of sweet milk per day. Atlanta’s 


daily milk bill, therefore, is $750 at whole- | 


sale prices or about $1,250 at retail. 

Vice President J. M. Egan, of the Cen- 
tral railway, looked up these etatistics and 
then came i. the conclusion that some of 
this milk and butter money might just as 
well be going out among the farmers along 
his line of railroad as to sent off to 
other parts of the state and to Tennessee. 
So he engaged a practical dairyman to 
talk the matter up along the Central be- 
tween Atlanta and Jonesboro and totry to 
interest the farmers in dairying. He put 
on an early train from Jonesboro jinio At- 
lanta so that the miik could be shipped here

the herds. The Cestral has put on an_ 
early train running from Jonesboro into 
Atlanta especially to give the farmers fa- 
cilities for sending their milk to market. 
It sells at wholesale in Atlanta at 15 cents 
@ gaiicn, I believe. The freight on that 
from Jonesboro into the city is 1 cent a 
gallon and the cans are returned free. Five 
or six}good cows will easily average #2 a 
day clear. In many a herd two cows will 
average $1 a day for much of the year. Ten, 
twenty or thirty cows at from 30 to 30 
cents apiece per day, will bri in a snug 
sum, The money is cash, too, Week 
at lecst. There are dealers in Atlanta who 
are glad to get fresh milk from the country 
every morning and will take all that the 
farmers are likely -to ship in years. Good, 
fresh butter is always in demand and the 
more care taken with it. the better the 
price and the greater the profit. Mr. Betts, 
who ts both a datryman @nd.a dealer, tells 
me that he has a demand fof all the sweet 
milk, buttermilk, cream and butter he can 
get. He has a large herd of cows. One 
farmer on our line milks sixty cows for 
the Atlanta market and is making money 
and enriching his farm.” 


The Best Methods. 

Mr, Egan is‘a great believer in the Jcer- 
seys and also Durham, Ayrshires and 
Short Horns. The Jerseys, however, have 
been clearly dempnstrated to be the_best 
of ali for rich milk and plenty of it. When

The best 
process for cooling the mik, he said, 1s 
the aeriator, a device which cools it in 
fifteen minutes, but next to that is the old- 
fashioned way of setting the milk cans in 
in water. Mr. Egan suggested a tank 
through which water can flow, setting the 
cans in and letting the water come up as 
high outside as the milk comes up bn the

“The cows should be cleanly milked and 


the milk strained through a wife cloth 
strainer and flannel cloth,” said Mr. Betts, 
“The water used for cooling should aver- 
age from 55 to 60 degrees Fahrenheit. The 
milk should be stirred two or three times 
during the first half hour after it is placed 
in the cooling tank, so that all the animal 
heat may escape. If the aeriator is used, the 
stirring is not necessary. Warm and cold 
milk should never be mixed together, as it 
is sure to sour, The milk should be thor-

In the lower 
tier of Minnesota counties the wheat crop 
failed four or five years in 
the late seventies. I saw those farmers go 
into dairying and now there ‘« enough 
wheat raised in that to supply the 
local demand, The same thing is true in 
lowa. That state buys quantities of wheat 
from the Dakotas because it is eheaper to 
buy ‘t than to raise it. They can make more 
money in other ways.

There was no flash 
of steel, no loud report of pistols, no 
shriek of pain, yet it was full of afl the 
cruel pain and agony that go to make the 
world & hell to some. It was a quiet little 
tragedy, and the every-day man would not 
have noticed the intensity of the sftuation. 
The actors in the dramatic scene were 
four in number, not including the judge. 
One was an officer, another his prisoner, a 
third the woman who had once ioved the 
prisoner ,and the fourth the husband of 
the woman. 

The prisoner and the woman were the 
principal figures in the little court scene. 
During the progress of this era in their 
j.ves the husband sat in the adjoining or- 
tice of Colonel Frank Arnold and smoked. 
He allowed the woman to shape the desti- 
nies of the three. 


Dome Charged with Conspiracy. 

Conspiracy was the charge against the 
prisoner, whose name was Martin Dome. 
rhe officer in charge was ‘T. L. Lake, who 
says he is from Brevard, ‘Tenn. The wo- 
man gave her name us Mr. J. W. Crawford 
and the husband studiously avoided giving 
uny name at all, which seemed to indicte 
tnat Mrs. Crawford, so claimed, was not 
Mrs. Crawford, but some other person. 
Indeed Officer Lake said she and her hus- 
band are among the best people:of Knox- 
ville, Tenn, 

It was a strange and remarkable story 
ot hate, love, jealousy and revenge that 
the officer told after the tragedy. It was 
a story of a childhood love that deepened 

into a deeper passion with the passing 
years, of a deadly rivairy where money 
won and a hate that has already eent one 
man to his grave. 

Dome was arraigned for a very serious 
charge, but the woman who had loved him 
when he was a boy and she was a young 
girl saved him, and he walked forth a 
iree man. The scene in the little court- 
room called up a past that was partly 
beautiful. There was the odor of violets 
and peace of olive and then the taint of 
blood and the fierce unrest of hate. 

Martin Dome was born just over the hills 
beyond Hayesville, N. C. When he was 
live years old Dr. Hardin moved to his 
neighborhood and carried with him his lit- 
le baby girl, Ellen Hardin, the same who 
appeared as the masterful woman in Judge 
. Broyles’s court. The country just beyond 
Hayesville is not common mountainous 
country and the two children were given 
the benefits of a £00d education there. 
At school they were playmates. After 
school they were lovers. When Ellen Har- 
din was thirteen her father sent her to 
Nashville to schooy, and when she left 
she promised Martin Dome, then a bright 
young seventeen-year-old lad, that 
would always love him.

everybody is interested in the new gold 
regiom whether he es} «cts to go out there 
Or rot, scme fucts gleaned from a recent 
ecvernment report may he of interest. 

This comes from United States 
A. E. Smith, who is stationed at Victoria, 
the key to the new Eldorado. If Victoria 
were on this side of the Canadian line, it 
would have almost undisputed control of 
the travel toward the Klondike, but the 
fact is that of the travel last year Seat- 
tle got at Jeast two-thirds despite the ac- 
knowledged better facilities from the Ca- 
nadian city. The knowledge of this fact 
has caused the Canadians to bestir them- 
Selves. There is good money in the out- 
fitting of these travelers and where there 
is money the loyal subjeets of good Queen 
Victoria are wont to hustle. 

The Canadian Minister of the Interior. 

So now the people of Victoria, the city, 
are aroused as never before. The city is 
holding out its. arms toward the crowd 
now heading toward the gold country, anx- 
ious to start ag soon as the ice has logs- 
ened in the Yukon. It was with the idea of 
furthering this very commendable destre 
on the part of Canada that the Canadian 
minister of the interior recently made a 
trip through the northwest. Mr. Sifton 
told the people, in a talk at Victoria, that 
the boundaty line between Alaska and 
British Columbla, when settled, would 
show some of the posts now occupied by 
the United States to be British territory, 
and he talked of an all-Canada route by 
way of the Stickine river, which it is hoped 
to get in operation at some time in the 
future. Every possible advantage would 
be given Victoria in the way of tariff du- 
ties. 

But what interested me most in Consul 
Smith's report to the state department is 
what he has to say about the certainty of 
a crush toward the gold fields early next 
Spring and his descriptions of the methods 
of mining on the Yukon. 

Crowds from the Old World. 

Of the evidences of next year's pilgrim- 
age, he says: 

“All the advices that reach here indicate 
that the rush in 1849 to California. and 
later to south Africa, will be eclipsed by 
the rush of gold seekers headed for the 
Yuken in the eariy months of 18%. The 
crowd is coming not only from this conti- 
nent, but from the old world and the anti- 
podes. The steamship Warrimoo, two 
weeks ago, brought nearly a hundred from 
Australia to this port, on their way to the 
New Eldorado. Agents from England have 
been here and are now here making con- 
tracts for housing three or four thousand 
goid seekers,.and every hotel in Victoria 
has contractg for all its rooms for portions 
of several months. ‘When it is remembered 
that at least a portion of the great legion 
from the United States will pass through 
this port, it will be seen that this pic- 
turesque little city bids fair to have its 
hands fuil later_on. One company has 
already secured seyenty carloads of out- 
fitting goods, and several other leading 
business men of Victoria, accustomed to 
doing things on a large scale, have made 
equally liberal preparations for the coming 
trade. The transportation companies have, 
by purchase or lease, secured ocean steam- 
ers sufficient to make daily lines between 
this port and St. Michaels, Dyea, Skaguay, 
Fort Wrangell. etc.’’ 

The Life of the Miner. 

Of the joys of mining in those regions 
he says:

of July and August, however, it is quite 
hot, the thermometer showing 85 to 90 de- 
grees, and then men must wear protectors 
for the faee and hands to keep off the 
mosquitoes. Last yeal, though so hot, the 
sun did not thaw the ground, which is 
pretected by a thick Moss under the snow, 
which neutralizes the sun's rays. 

“Thig moss is now cut off with the 
shovel. The miner then builds a fire, thaws 
out the ground for two or three inches, 
and digs, and so on, by relays. Every foot 
of ground has to be thawed out in this 
way. The ground is frozen thirty-five feet, 
down to bed rock, and it is impossible to 
dig or work a pick therein. 

‘“& well-known citizen of Victoria, who 
obtained $130,000 in addition to an interest 
in some fifteen rich claims, as a result 
of two years’ labor in the northwest re- 
gion, says that, contrary to the general 
impression, the best time for mining fg in 
the winter, as then the surface water goes 
not inconvenience the miner. 

“The large paying mines are al} worked 
in the winter and the wash-up Is in the 
spring and summer. However, in the hot 
weather enough gold can be dug out of the 
bars and banks on the various riyers and 
creeks by a poor Man to enafie him to 
purchase a good claim in the fall. 

“Tn the Canadian gold region ‘the land is 
extremely flat and the best way to work it, 
except the river bar Claims, ts to dig a 
hole six fect long by four feet wide, 


ground, so as tv be able to shovel it out. 
In the summer the sun has sufficient heat 
to thaw the sides of the hole, but there be- 
ing no grade the water runs down into the 
hole and extinguishes the fire, thus stopping 
the work. In the winter, of course, there is 
no obstacle, the ground being thawed ouly 
by the miner’s fire. The thawed dirt is re- 
mcved by pick and shovel, piled by the side 
of the hole, and the thawing process re- 
peate@. When the hole becomes deep 
enough, a windlass is rigged and the dirt 
hauled up in baskets.” 
Those Great Strikes.

“My informant says ‘that in Alaskan dig- 
gings summer work iX more profitable thun 
in Canada, and he has worked in botb sud 
knows ‘this from personal experience. The 
pay dirt in Alaska is nearer the surface 
than in Canada, and, he says, in about the 
Same amount, He regards Alaska as @ 
more protitable place lor miners than Can- 
ada, owing to the excessive royalty charged 
‘by, the dominion government, and which, 
it seems, there i# no expectation of having 
repealed. The Kiondike stratum runs in 
the direction of Alaska, and he has inter- 
ests in mines there which are paying 4s 
well as those in Canada.

Jaws. There is no tax upon them. and no 
questions vf pationality are asked any 
more than in the Kiondike region. The 
temperature in winter goes ‘to 70 degrees 
below zero, but the air is still and dry, and 
is really no harder to endure than 36 de- 
grees below in Montana. This gentleman 
has since sold part of his claims in that 
gold region for $300,000, of which 10 per cent 
was paid cash down. He will return in the 
spring to deliver what he has sold and pros- 
pect for more.

Belgians in China. 

For a good while it has been a mystery 
to those who have Watched the tendency of 
trade in ‘tthe orient to explain the strides 
made by Beigium. With no military or 
strength, the Belgians have made 
decided strides in China in particular. A re- 
cent publication in The Metropole, Ant- 
werp, gives an insight into the situation 
and explains, in a measure at least, the 
ceuses for Belgian success. This is from 
a Relgian official of experience in the east. 
He says in the course of his letter: 

“At the present Moment, they seem to 
heave found the secret of gaining at the 
same time the support of the Russians 
and’ the French. The Russians, strong by 
reason of their bold diplomacy, have, in a 
certain sense,+decreed to themselves the 
ecunoinie govereignty of the north of Chi- 
na; the French, their allies, aspire to domi- 
nate the south. But as frequently nerher 
of them is ready tO Oppose some counter 
project te the enterprises proposed by the 
English, the Germans and the Americans, 
they prefer to support, at least temporari- 
ly, the Belgians, Who seem to them much 
jess to be feared. 

“cast May, a Belgian syndicate, support- 
ed by the French ambassador, succeeded 
in chiaining the concession of a railway 
line running from Peking to Hankow, along 
the Yang-tse-Kiang—one of the finest ¢n- 
terprises for which China offers the oppor- 
tunity. Furthermore, the Belgian syndi- 
cate obtained special conditions, which, 
according to statement of the English, are 
equivalent to the monopoly of the railway 
construction in central China. The repre- 
sentatives of Engiand, Gérmany and the 
Unaed States vehemently protested and 
opposed 1 rew syndicate to the Belgian or- 
ganization.

Unique Burglar Proof Device. 

A Berlin nev'spaper of recent date tells 
of an interesting and, it would em, im- 
portant Invention in the line of burelar- 
proof device. This is a new idea in safety 
shutters, ser¢ens and curtains. though, as 
will be seen, the~same principles can be 
4mployed on a much larger scale. 
States Corsul Warner, of Lcipsic, 
this description of the appliance: 

“The safety shutters are made on the 
principle of the roller shutters, of strips 
of iron and wood, but the present improve- 
ment consists in the strips being replaced 
by tubes made of hardened stee} placed 
over rods or on pivots. These tubes can 
be made upto a diameter of twenty’ mi!- 
limeters, or three-quirters of an inch. The 
roller shutters, for stop frouts, ete., are in- 
vulnerable to the burglar’s tools for the 
simple reason that the only 
parts (the sides) are hidden away in the 
grooves Which hold them. while as 
tubes, besides being of hard steel, revolve 
freely, the centerbit or other tools can find 
no hold or purchase. Strong rooms 
can thus be made absolutely’ inaccessible, 
except to those who havea right there. be- 
cause ceilings, walls and doors can be lined 
therewith in sucn wise as to leave no weak 
spot. Again, this invention will prove in- 
valuable for.the curtains of theater stages, 
as such curtains would in case of fire shut 
jhe audience completely off from the stage 
and isolate the seat of the fire (almost in- 
variably behind the scenes), while it is 
claimed that the pecvliar construction 
keeps such a curtain from warping. The 
cost of manufacture is said to be but little 
in excess of the defective systems now in 
use.”’

Superintendent W. F. Slaton and Assist- 
ant Superintendent L. M. Landrum, of the 
Atlanta public schools, have returned from 
Chattanooga, where they went last Monday 
to attend the annual convention of the 
superintendents of the United States.
